THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs : 


(L. S.) 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Londonderry on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: © 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To raise money for the repair of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial Day, and for other articles embraced in this 
Warrant. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see what rate of discount the Town will allow 
on taxes for the ensuing year. 


6. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for the 
construction of Class V roads, and raise or set aside for said 
purpose the sum of $986.11, the State to contribute $6,574.95. 


7. To see if the Town will appropriate money to main- 
tain the Town Dump as required by Public Health Laws, 
Section 26, Chapter 147, RSA as amended. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Planning 
‘Board of five (or seven) members with duties as set forth 


in Section 1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes An- 
notated 1955, to make a study of the Town development 
and report to the Town appropriate recommendations for 
the promotion and maintaince of the Town’s best develop- 
ment. The said board members shall consist of one Selectman, 
and four (or six) other citizens appointed by the Selectmen, 
as provided in Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annota- 
tedy 9532

LONDONDERRY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPT. 


In case of fire: Call Derry 518-M5. Or tell operator 
emergency fire, call Londonderry. Give a good location of 
fire to whoever answers your call. 


There is now a telephone in the firehouse. The number 
is Derry 518-M5. This number not only rings in the fire- 
house but in the adjacent homes of three volunteer firemen. 
These homes are connected by an alarm system with the 
firehouse and the homes of five firemen. A switch can be 
thrown in any of these homes, that will set off the new 
siren on top of the firehouse and also ring an alarm in the 
other homes. The person answering will stay on the phone 
, until the first fireman reaches the firehouse and picks up 
that phone. This man will write the location of the fire on 
the blackboard in the firehouse and leave immediately for 
the fire. 

There is a two-way es radio station in the firehouse 
and mobile units in the fire trucks. These systems were com- 
pletly installed by the Volunteers. 

A new fire truck has been built by the firemen. This has 
1,000 gal. capacity and high pressure pump. The chassis and 
tank were donated by townspeople. 

The department is now equipped with seven sets of rub- 
ber coats, boots and hats. : 
_ It has 24 active call firemen and over 50 paid-up members 
in the association. , 

Meeting nights are the third Wednesday of each month 
at 7:30 p. m. at the firehouse. All men are urged to join. 
The Ladies’ Auxiliary has over 43 members and through 
their own efforts have donated $362.00 this year making 
it possible to acquire much of the equipment we now have. 

There were 34 fires in Londonderry in 1955, This year 
the Derry department was called on only 4 occasions, at a 
savings to the town. | 

The members of the Londonderry Volunteer Fire De- 
partment want to thank all of those who have given their 
time, money, and efforts in order to make the present or- 
ganization a possibility. 

We want the townspeople to know that we will make 
every effort to keep the loss from fire in Londonderry to a 
minimum. |

BE A GOOD CITIZEN—COOPERATE 


Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 percent 
of the forest fires occurring in the state of New Hampshire 
in 1955—235 fires out of a total of 463 originated from 
these two sources. Lighted smoking material and matches 
thrown from moving vehicles along the highway or dropped 
by fishermen, hunters, hikers, berry and flower pickers ac- 
counted for 26 percent; debris burning in the wrong place 
or at the wrong time by those who failed to heed all pleas for 
safety or refused to recognize the logical, sensible rules and 
regulations set up under legislative authority governing the 
use of fire in or near woodlands accounted for more than 
24 percent. This is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to remedy the 
situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute on our law 
books which requires everyone to secure written permission 
from the local forest fire warden before starting a fire in or 
near woodlands or where fire can be communicated to wood- 
lands, unless the ground is covered with snow. A never end- 
ing program of educational work is being carried on by 
your local warden and state officials to inform the general 
public both of the value and necessity of securing the re- 
quired permit for such burning. Much progress has been 
made, but there are still many who fail or refuse to cooper- 
ate. The value of our permit system was definitely proven 
in this district during the 1955 calendar year. Local wardens 
issued 57 permits for debris burning fires. That’s a lot of 
permits. This proves several things—while wardens were 
liberal in the issuance of fire permits, accommodating every 
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applicant so far as possible, they were cautious, following 
closely directives outlining overall policy governing the issu- 
ance of burning permits and thoroughly instructing permit 
users. The latter, too, fully appreciating their responsibility 
in using their permits, governed themselves accordingly. 
Result? Much burning done legally and safe. 


But what of the smokers? Despite all the efforts of those 
officially charged with the responsibility of preventing fires, 
too many were careless or thoughtless in disposing of smok- 
ing material and matches. Why? It is difficult to say. Autos 
are now equipped with ash trays. Why not use them. The 
crushing out of a cigar, cigarette and the complete ex- 
tinguishment of matches before being discarded is an easy 
chore. 


If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent smoker 
and debris burner could be overcome, more than half of our 
annual forest fires would be eliminated. Will You do Your 
share to bring this about? 


REMEMBER 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden before 
starting your debris burning or camp fire. The law requires it. 

2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving them. 

3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking ma- 
terial and matches before discarding them.

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YOUR HELPING TEACHER REPORTS 


The main aim of this position is to improve education of 
children. The work is chiefly in four areas:—1l. Teaching 
Methods, 2. Preparation of Educational Materials, 3. 
Curriculum Study and Development, 4. In-Service Train- 
ing. I believe that you would be interested in some of the 
developments in the last two areas. 


Major changes have been made in fields of history and 
geography. The work has been co-ordinated and revisions 
made in grades four, six, seven, and eight. The study areas 
are as follows: 


Grade 4—New Hampshire and New England. 
Grade 5-—The United States and Possessions. 
Grade 6—-Canada, Central and South America. 
Grade 7—Eastern Hemisphere. 

Grade 8—United States History. 


This will bring the work in all the schools of the union 
in step with the proposed state guide. 


At the present time, we are making a study of arithmetic 
through the grades. We are also interested in some phases 
of the communication skills. 


Changes in curriculum and recommendations for im- 
provements frequently requires the purchase of new materi- 
als and texts. Recent text additions for your youngsters 
include new reading books for grades five and six, science for 
grades five and eight with additional books for one, two 
and seven. The grade seven histories and geographies were 
replaced and additional books purchased for grades five and 
six, grade seven received more literature books and addi- 
tional texts were purchased to care for increased enrollments 
in some of the grades. 


Consideration must now be given to possible text changes 
in grade eight history and arithmetic for all grades. The 
spelling series is ready for renewal or replacement. 


In-service training is available to the teachers in sev- 
eral forms. A course in science and health is being offered 
as an extension from Keene Teachers College. The U. of 
New Hampshire and Boston University are also offering 
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courses in the vicinity. The services of a reading consultant 
were obtained for this union and all teachers attended. This 
service was available for two days. Teacher bulletins are 
issued regularly with suggestions and the names of suggested 
articles of educational interest. Special help is offered new 
teachers. 


I believe that the pupils in your schools have the oppor- 
tunity to obtain a good basic education. All members of the 
staff are interested in youngsters and in helping them to 
obtain the best education possible. We hope, with your co- 
operation and interest, to provide the type education desired 
by the community. .

The enrollment continues to increase. Last year the chart 
showed an increase of 161 in a 10 year period. A year later 
the increase is 164. This, despite the fact that 1947 showed © 
an increase over 1946, is indicative of continuous growth. 
A fact of real significance is the enrollment in grades 1-4:

The average enrollment per grade is 40. The average 
per grade 1-4 is 47 and 34 in grades 5-8. This contrasts 
with an average of 24 and 16 for the year 1947. The average 
of 47 if continued for 8 grades would result in an enrollment 
of 376. The average teacher load is 32.4. This figure is 
not accurate, however, for in an attempt to provide greater 
opportunity in the elementary grades (1-3) the average 
enrollment has been held to 28 while in grades 4-8 the 
average is 37. The above average is higher than is condu- 
cive to most efficient teaching with the space available. 
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_ It may become necessary to divide an area originally planned 
for the assembly room into three rooms again rather than 
the present two. If the present trend continues, further 
expansion of plant may become necessary. 


In addition to the problem of plant the additional trans-_ 


portation involved may become a serious problem. How 
much additional load can be carried with current equipment 
is problematical. The district has grown tremendously and 
with this growth the problems to be solved in all areas 
increase. It is however, a fine thing to see such growth in a 
community for it is indicative of a healthy nation, state, 
and town with an economy that is growing to meet the 
demands of society. 


PERSONN EL 


he permanence of staff in Londonderry is worthy of 
comment. A growing recognition of the worth of teachers 
and a willingness to assist them in meeting the problems of 
providing the best possible educational opportunity for 
“Jane and Jonny” is et a good part of the cause for 
this permanence. 


_ Another factor is the fiok morale of the staff. The ability 
to work and play cooperatively has resulted in working 
conditions that are unusual. 


This is due without question to the personal qualities of 
the staff and the sympathetic understanding of the efforts 
of the staff by administration, school board, and the com- 
munity. There were two resignations, both to accept other 
positions. Mrs. Violet Jones and Mrs. Allegra Kirste, resi- 
dents of Manchester, resigned to accept positions in that 
city. 

The special services were continued. Mrs. Frances Kelley 
continued to act as music supervisor. The usual musical pro- 
grams were provided for the public. Proceeds from these 
performances are used to furnish the children with special 
educational and recreational equipment. 


The handwriting program was continued. The perform- 
ance of Londonderry pupils in this sometimes neglected area 
makes the continuance of this special service well worth- 
while. The emphasis on legibility and neatness makes a 
contribution to all phases of a pupils work. 
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The services of the helping teacher continue to make a 
valuable contribution to the educational program. His re- 
port illustrates the contribution his work, with teachers and 
in the vital area of curriculum, makes to the educational 
program of children. 


BUDGET 


The amount of increase in the budget is $273.81. In 
a period when a round of salary and wage increases are 
a part of the national economy such a small total increase 
is exceptional. 


~The tax levy is determined by two variables—expendi- 
tures and income. The expenditures item, as indicated, 
has increased $273.81. Income, however, has increased be- 
cause of two items. It is anticipated that state aid will 
decrease but school construction aid, a new factor of state 
aid, will more than offset the decreased equalization aid. 
In addition it is anticipated that for the first time in several 
years a cash balance will enable the board to decrease the 
tax levy by $592.84. 


It is a pleasant duty to work for the educational better- 
ment of children when all are sincerely concerned with 
ways of providing for that betterment.
